W. I. George, 
British Author, 
Dies in n London

LONDON, Jan. 30 (Saturday].—(/) 


W. L. George, the author, died here 


this morning. 

Mr. George was born of British 
parents in Paris in 1882. He was edu- 
cated in France and Germany. He 
served with the French army during 
the world war. 

In addition to various political and 
economic works he was noted espe- 
cially for his writings on women.

Mr. George was well known in 
America through his books and travels. 
Among his more important novels 
were A Bed of Roses, The Second 
Blooming,” The Strangers’ Wedding.“ 
and “ Blind Alley.“ Among his books 
on women were “ Woman and Tomor- 
row and The Intelligence of Wom- 
an.“ 

Mr. George was educated successive. 
ly as an analytical chemist, an engi- 
neer, a lawyer, a soldier, and a busi- 
ness man, entering the field of jour- 
nalistin in 1907. He has written on a 
wide variety of themes, being particu- 
larly—interested in marriage and 41 
yorce problems, and economic and po- 
litical subjects. He was known as a 
pacifist and internationalist. 

Was Munitions Officer. 

His service during the war was as 
section officer in the ministry of muni- 


tions. 
Many of his recent stories and arti- 


cles have been widely syndicated 
through American newspapers. 

Mr. George visited Chicago on lec.

Safety Devices Save 1,100. 

West Frankfort, III., Jan. 29.—()— 
Safety measures were believed by mine 
officials to have saved more than 1,100 
coal miners today in a local gas ex- 
plosion at the new Orient mine here. 
Five men were killed. 

The explosion was the first to oc- 
cur in the mine, which is one of the 
largest and most modernly equipped 
in the world. It was planned through- 
out with a view to safety before the 
first breaking of ground. At strategic 
points in the workings rock dust is 
placed on the platforms easily tilted 
by the slightest rush of air from an 
explosion. The shale dust is also 
scattered on the floors, keping the 


the air. 


~ Fills Air with Rock Dust. 

It was these measures which today 
filled the air with noncombustible, 
nonexplosive stone particles and con- 
fined the effects of the explosion to its 
immediate vicinity. No fire resulted 
from the blast and the damage to the 
mine was negligible. 

Only three men, besides those killed, 
were working in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the explosion, which was con- 
fined to a small section about 500 
feet below the surface. They escaped 
with slight injury. 

The bodies of the victims were re- 
covered and identified by their check 
numbers as Arlie Sanders, Elijah 
Hindman, and Floyd Kern, all of Ben- 
ton, and Jerry Roach and Ed Cobert 
of West Frankfort.
